Loss of the Missisippi.

We very much regret to record the
loss of the steamship Missisippi, .of the
Dominion line, ranning between Liver-
pool and New Orleans. The steamship
was on her passage from Liverpool for
New Orleans, having left the former on
the 31st March, with a cargo composed
mostly of cotton ties and iron, on a draft
of seventeen feet of water. On the morn-
ing of the 20th inst., while the Mississip-
pi was running down the reef, she went
anexpectedly aground about 2:30 A M,
gtriking heavily, and commenced leaking
immediately, and so rapidly did the
water gain that about twelve hours after-
wards her forward hold was full, and her
alter hold had five feet of water. The
shoal on which the Mississippi lies is of
the most dangerous character, and there
isevery probability that she will be a
total loss. She is a first-class iron Brit-
ish steamship, and has been employed on
the line between Liverpool and New
Oreans. Her master is a young officer
about thirty years of age, on his second
vovage. The Mississippi was the second
of the Dominion line steamers to stop at
Port Royal for coal. She came in here
on the twentieth of December last. She
was then under the command of Capt.
Roberts. The Mississippi was expected
to stop here on her return trip from New
Orleans to take in coal.
